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Production and consumption of red meat and
poultry products among selected countries
remains robust despite theingability caused by
continued animal disease outbreaks and ther
resulting trade impacts.

The November 2005 edition of Livestock and
Poultry: World Markets and Trade
forecasted trade of beef, pork and poultry by
major exportersto reach record levelsin 2006.
While this trend continuesto betruefor broiler
mest and pork exports in the current forecas,
the 2006 forecast of beef exports by mgor
traders is revised downward © just below 7
million tons, dightly below theleve exportedin
2005.

In the current forecast pork exports will
continue to remain above 5 million tonsin 2006
for the second year in arow.

Although broiler exportsare revised downward
in the current forecadt, they are till forecast to
achieve record levels & amost 8 milliontonsin
2006. As anticipated in the November forecast
and despite avian influenza (Al) concerns,
broiler meat exports by mgor traders are
forecast to surpass beef exports for the firg
time in 2006.

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Beef: 2006 Forecast Overview

Traderestrictionsimpacting tradein
an environment of tight supply

With aready limited trade in the world beef
market due to bovine spongiform
encephalopathy (BSE) and foot and mouth
disease (FMD)-related trade restrictions, the
6-month beef export ban announced by the
Argentine government in March 2006 will
also have a noticeable impact on world
trade. While the November 2005 forecast
anticipated a nearly 3 percent increase in
beef exports by major traders in 2006, the
current forecast projects exports 2 percent
lower in 2006 than in 2005 as increased
exports by the United States, and New
Zedland will not be enough to offset
decreases by Brazil and Argentina

2006: Selected countriesto experience
production and consumption growth

Positive macroeconomic growth in 2006
will continue to encourage investment in the
livestock sector and increase consumer
demand. As a result, beef production and
consumption in selected countries will
continue to increase in 2006 by amost 3
percent each. The current forecast projects
beef production gains in 2006 for Brazil
(@most 3 percent), the European Union
(EV) (less than 1 percent), and China (6
percent). The United States is forecast to
increase beef production to nearly 12 million
tons, a 5 percent increase over 2005, due as
the herd expands and cattle are slaughtered
a heavy weights New Zedand beef
production will expand in 2006 enabling
them to serve Asian markets closed to the
United States and Canada as well as
continue sales to the United States and
Canada. Exceptions to the generalization of
world production growth are declines in
Argentina (3 percent) due to constraints of
exporting, Russia (nearly 4 percent) which
lacks investment as other agricultural

enterprises are more profitable, and Canada.
Australian beef production will continue to
be constrained by reduced slaughter.

Argentina set to ban beef exports

The November 2005 forecast projected an
increase in Argentine beef exports in 2006
due to increased exports to Russia and Chile
as a result of the absence of Brazil in these
markets. The current forecast anticipates
that Argentine beef exports will decrease by
34 percent from 759,000 tons in 2005 to
500,000 tons in 2006. The current forecast
took into account exports during the first
two months of 2006, continued sales to the
EU under the Hilton quota and to Venezuela
under a bilateral agreement, shipments of
processed/cooked beef, and assumes and
eventual resumption in world sales after the
6-month ban is lifted.

Brazil’s exports stable despite FMD

Brazil’s 2005 and 2006 beef exports were
forecast to remain stable at 1.8 million tons
in November 2005. In the current forecast,
the preliminary estimate for 2005 projected
Brazilian beef exports was increased while
the 2006 beef export forecast was kept
stable. As a result, Brazilian beef exports
will decline nearly 4 percent from 2005 to
2006 as FMD-related restrictions will affect
sales to its mgor buyers, such as Russia.
Russia is Brazil’'s most important market
accounting for 27 percent of Brazilian
fresh/chilled/frozen beef exports in 2005. It
is anticipated that Brazilian exporters will
continue to focus sales on smaller markets
which continue to be open to Brazilian beef
and shift to exporting from regons which
are not impacted by FMD-related trade
restrictions as many countries, such as the
EU and Russia, have regionalized their bars
on Brazilian product. However, it is
unlikely that there will be a dramatic
expanson in FMD-free regions to permit
exports to expand.
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Pork: 2006 Forecast Overview

Note on PSD database: Chile added

The FAS Production, Supply and
Didtribution (PS&D) database now includes
Chile for swine and pork. Data is available
for 2001-2006. If it were not for the
incluson of Chile, 2006 pork exports by
major traders would show a decline from
2005 to 2006 in the current forecast. Chile
ranks 6" among major pork exporters.

2006: Production and trade among
selected countriesto climb

Preliminary  estimates increase  pork
production among selected countries in 2005
and 2006 compared to the November 2005
forecast for 2006. Thus, pork production
among selected countries will increase 3
percent to 97.2 million tons in 2006. Pork
exports by major traders will basicaly be
stagnant (36,000 ton difference) at nearly
5.1 million tons in 2006 compared to
dlightly above 5.0 million tonsin 2005. This
is largely due to the fact that most of the
larger production increases are being
consumed in the producing countries
themselves. For example, gains in Chinese,
EU and U.S. production are largely being
consumed domestically. The return of U.S.
beef to Japan is resulting in decreased
forecasted pork imports in 2006 for Japan

China’s domination grows

China now accounts for more than half (53.5
percent) of the production of pork among
selected countries. Thus, small changes in
Chinese production and consumption have a
significant impact on the total of selected
countries. The current forecast increases
Chinese pork production by 2 percent from
the November 2005 forecast to a record 52
million tons. With this upward revision,
China will increase pork production by
almost 5 percent from 2005 to 2006 due to a

variety of factors including its popularity in
the Chinese diet, continued higher
disposable incomes, strong profitability in
the pork sector, increased investment in
swine and pork operations, and increased
pork consumption due to Al. However, due
to strong domestic demand, the current
forecast sharply drops Chinese pork exports
from 415,000 tons in the November 2005
forecast to 300,000 tons.

EU pork production continues
expansion

EU pork production has been revised
upward to 21.5 million tons largely due to
gains in Germany and Poland. A variety of
factors will impact EU pork production in
2006 including substitution for poultry due
to Al concerns and beneficial production
conditions such as lower feed costs in the
New Member States. Thus, in addition to
production estimates, EU pork consumption
has been raised accordingly. While EU pork
to Japan will weaken as it is not as price
competitive as U.S. pork and will compete
with the return of U.S. beef to the markets,
EU pork exports to Russia could expand.
Thus, EU pork exports in 2006 are forecast
to increase 5 percent to nearly 1.5 million
tons, which is unchanged from the
November 2005 forecast.

Historic high for U.S. pork exports

U.S. pork exports are still expected to be
nearly 1.3 million tons in 2006. As U.S.
pork production is increasingly export
driven, accounting now for 12.9 percent of
production, the current low vaued U.S.
dollar is helping make U.S. pork attractive
to overseas buyers. U.S. pork exports to
Russia will continue to grow particularly
with Brazil unable to ship to the key market
due to FMD-related restrictions which limit
shipments from key production areas.
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Poultry: 2006 Forecast Overview

Broiler Meat

Despite Al, positive outlook for
broilers

Since the November 2005 forecast, avian
influenza (Al) has reached well beyond Asia
and Russia into Western Europe and Africa,
including an outbreak on a commercial
turkey operation in France. Despite
numerous Al  outbreaks, production,
consumption and trade remans strong
among selected countries and will continue
to increase. While Chinese broiler meat
production was revised downward to 10.4
million tons due to Al, this figure still
represents an increase from the 10.2 million
tons produced in 2005. Alternatively
Brazilian broiler production was revised
upward to a record 10.0 million tons, a 7
percent increase over 2005 production.
Brazilian broiler meat production is
benefiting from strong domestic demand,
export expansion, and fewer competitors in
the world market for frozen poultry meat
due to Al-related trade restrictions.

While the 2006 forecast for broiler meat
exports by maor traders is revised
downward since the November 2005
forecast, exports are anticipated to increase
nearly 6 percent in 2006 as a result in gains
by Argentina, Brazil, China and Thailand.
Though unable to ship uncooked product to
key markets, Thai cooked products will
continue to benefit from their reputation of
better quality and lower prices than their
competitors such as Brazil and China. The
current Tha broiler export forecast reflects
that there have been no new Al outbreaks
and there will be continued recovery of the
sector. The end result is that there is still
overal growth in broiler meat consumption
and exports by selected countries however
the outlook is dlightly less optimistic.

EU reaction to Al

EU broiler meat production and
consumption is forecast to be marginally
affected by the current Al situation. In the
November 2005 forecast, EU broiler meat
production was anticipated to remain
unchanged at 7.7 million tons for 2005 and
2006. The current forecast shows a dlight
decrease (1 percent) from 7.6 million tonsin
2005 to 7.5 million tons in 2006. Similarly,
the current forecast projects an over 1
percent decline in EU broiler meat
consumption from 2005 to 2006. However,
negative consumer reaction is expected to be
short-lived and largely concentrated in more
southern EU countries such as Italy, Greece,
and France. The impact on trade is
anticipated to be more significant and the
current forecast shows that EU broiler meat
exports will decline nearly 3 percent from
2005 to 2006 largely due to decreased
exports from France which is the largest
poultry exporter in the EU. Further details
on the impact of Al in the EU are available
in the GAIN report: “EU-25 - Poultry and
Products: Avian Influenza Impacts of
Outbreaks on European Poultry and Meat
Markets’ (E36038, 3/7/2006) which can be
viewed online at http://www.fas.usda.gov.

U.S. exportsforecast to continue
growth

U.S. broiler meat exports are forecast to
increase to 2.4 million tons in 2006, up 3
percent from 2005. Despite current sluggish
leg quarter exports due to reduced import
demand as a result of Al in importing
countries, exports are anticipated to recover
later in 2006. However, most of the increase
in U.S. broiler meat production will translate
into higher domestic consumption which is
forecast to increase 3 percent in 2006 to 13.9
million tons.
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Turkey Meat

U.S. production and exports grown
while major traders stagnant

Turkey meat production is forecast to be
essentialy static between 2005 and 2006 at
4.9 million tons. Exports will increase just
over 4 percent to 650,000 tons. Turkey
production in the United States, the world’s
largest producer among selected countries,
will increase by 1.3 percent to 2.5 million
tons. U.S. turkey exports will increase by
over 5 percent to 272,000 tons.

Significant revisionsto EU turkey
data

The current forecast includes a significant
revision to EU turkey data for 2001 to 2006.
As the EU is the world’'s second largest
producer among selected countries, these
data revisions had a significant impact on
the total for major traders and also impacted
trends. Thus, a comparison of the
November 2005 forecast to the current
forecast for total maor traders is not
possible. The revisions to the EU data are
reported in a GAIN report “EU-25 - Poultry
and Products: Review of historical data in
relations to the EU 2006 poultry semi-
annual” (E36016, 1/31/2006) which can be
viewed online at http://www.fas.usda.gov.
As the text of the report notes, a revision of
trade figures due to the removal of the split
of German salted poultry imports over
turkey resulted in changes in domestic
consumption.

Notesto Readers

The Livestock and Poultry: World Markets and Trade circular is designed to give a snapshot of
the current situationamong the major players in world beef, pork, broiler meat, and turkey trade.
Summary tables for meat production, imports, exports, and consumption provide an overview of
the situation. In addition, an explanation of significant changes in production, supply, and
demand (PSD) is provided for mgjor meat importing and exporting countries.

Assumptions

BSE: Due to uncertainties as to the length of the bans on trade in ruminants and ruminant
products because of the discovery of bovine spongiform encephalopathy (BSE) in the United
States and Canada, forecasts for 2005 and 2006 assume a continuation of policies currently in
place anong U.S. and Canadian trading partners as of October 31, 2005. Due to uncertainties as
to the length of the bans on trade in ruminants and ruminant products because of the discovery of
BSE in the United States and Canada, forecasts for 2006 assume a continuation of policies
currently in place among U.S. trading partners. The recent suspension of beef imports by Japan
is assumed to be temporary pending the resolution of importer concerns. U.S. beef exports to
South Korea are not forecast pending implementation of import regulations by South Korea.

Al Forecasts of 2005 and 2006 poultry trade reflect policies currently in place as a result of
outbreaks of avian influenza (Al) as of March 10, 2006. Subsequent forecasts will reflect any
announced changes.

FMD: Forecasts of 2005 and 2006 reflect the status of the foot and mouth disease (FMD)
gtuation in Brazil as of March 10, 2006 and any resulting trade restrictions. Subsequent
forecasts will reflect any announced changes.

Argentina Beef Export Ban: In March 2006, the Argentine government announced a 6- month
beef export ban. The forecast took into account exports during the first two months of 2006,
continued sales to the EU under the Hilton quota and to Venezuela under a bilateral agreement,
shipments of processed/cooked beef, and an eventual resumption in world sales after the 6- month
ban is lifted.

Data M odifications

Chile: The FAS Production, Supply and Distribution (PS& D) database now includes Chile for
swine and pork. Datais available for 2001-2006 (f).

EU: The March 2006 forecast includes a significant revision to EU turkey and broiler data for
2001 to 2006. The revisonsto the EU data are reported in a GAIN report "EU-25 - Poultry and
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Products. Review of historical data in relations to the EU 2006 poultry semi-annua” (E36016,
1/31/2006) which can be viewed online at http://www.fas.usda.gov.

Technical Notes

All quantities (beef and pork) noted are in Carcass Weight Equivaent (CWE) unless otherwise
noted as Product Weight Equivalent (PWE). CWE is the weight of an animal after slaughter and
removal of most internal organs, head, and skin. PWE is the actual weight of the meat product
exported.

Totals

Only those countries that make up USDA'’s officid PSD database are reported. This means
totals do not encompass all production, consumption, and trade, but rather the sum of those
countries reported in USDA’s database, which represent the most important players in the world
meat PSD situation. In an attempt to capture these major players, the list of countries reported
changes periodically. Nevertheless, by capturing the PSDs for all mgor meat importers and
exporters, it is possible to forecast world trends, which are reflected in the text.

Users can use this
system to generate the full set of PSD data for those countries reporting. PSD Online can be
reached through http://www.fas.usda.gov/psd.
